MASON IS QUITE CONFIDENT. 


He Is Willing to Abide by the Decision 
of the Convention. 


Ex-Congressman W. E. Mason favors the 


plan of nominating a candidate for Senator 
at the Republican State convention next 
week.

of certain alleged knowledge he possesses, 
declares that similar jury-bribing work has 
been done in the past, by Mrs. Springer. 
This, briefly, is the charge which Attorney 
Furthmann makes against the millionaire’s 
wife: 

When the condemnation suit of the West 
Chicago railway company, represented by 
Mr. Furthmann, against Warren Springer's 
fumous building over the mouth of the Van 
Buren street tunnel was in progress Mrs. 
Springer visited the wife of one of the jury- 
men. She did not announce her name, but 
said she was deeply interested in Warren 
Springer. She was anxious to see him get as 
large an amount as possible in the verdict. 
She besought the juror’s wife to arrange with 
the husband to give as large a sum as pos- 
sible. In some way she found out that the 
juror had a mortgage on his house. She 


talked much of the burden of a mortgage, 


and of how desirable it was to be free from 
such incumbrance. 
Three Hundred in the Baby’s Hand. 


Then, says the attorney, she tucked $300 in 
bills into the hand of the juror’s sleeping 
baby and departed. 

Attorney Furthmann did not discover this 
alleged work, he says, until after the jury 
had returned a verdict in Springer’s favor for 
$17,000. He decided to do nothing then, 
but he says he received evidence showing that 
the woman who calied on the juror’s wife was 


Mrs. Springer. 
Attorney Furthmann told of these things 
last night thus: . 


This is not the first time Mrs. Springer 
has attempted to bribe a juror. The meth- 
od which she used in this case— 
the Metropolitan road—is almost identi- 
cal with that in a previous case 
which never has been prosecuted. That was 
in the condemnation suit of the West Chicago 
Street railway company, involving the lease- 
hold of a piece ot property rear the Van 
Buren street tunnel. The jury awarded 
Springer 817.000, much more than the prop- 
erty was worth. After the verdict had been 
awarded I learned that the wife of one of the 
jurors had been approached. The woman 
who visited the jutor’s wife was Mrs. Spring- 
er. 

„What is the juror’s name!“ 

* Well, I do not wish to give the name, be- 
cause I do not want to embarass the family. 
But let me tell you how the deal was carried 
through. 8 

“ Mrs. Springer in some way learned that 
the home of the juror in question was mort- 
gaged. She visited the juror’s wife and told 
her she was interested in Mr. Springer. She 
also said it was unpleasant to have a 
mortgage on one’s home, and, after 
a long talk, by her engaging manner 
succeeded in gaining the woman’s sympathy. 
She told the juror’s wife to ask her husband 
that he use his influence with the jury to make 
the verdict as large as possible. When Mrs. 
Springer had gone the juror’s wife discovered 
that the visitor had left $300 in bills in the 
hand of her 22-year-old baby. I afterward ob. 
tained Mrs. Springer's identification. The re. 
sult of the trial showed that the verdict was 
made as large as posseble.“ ‘ 

Identified by Mrs. Marmon. 

Today at 10°a. m. the hearing before Judge 
Baker will be resumed. Attogney Forrest 
may allow Mrs. Sprmger to take the 
stand and testify in her own behalf, 
although he said he would introduce no wit- 
nesses and would offer no testimony beyond 
admitting that his client was the wife of War- 
ren Springer, respondent in the Metropolitan 
condemnation case.

“I said my husband was too honorable a 
man for anything of that sort; that I did not 
think he would let me talk to him about It.“ 

Mrs. Marmon said further the womah was 
in her house for about an hour; that she was 
dressed ina gown of white lavender, with 
lavender ribbons, and wore black gloves. 
Wednesday the stranger came again. This 
time she was dressed in a dark silk skirt and 
a pink waist.

“ She asked me, said Mrs. Marmon, “ if 
I fad spoken to my husband. I told her I did 
not think it would be of any use. Then she 
told me she was the wife of Warren Springer, 
and I said that way what I thought when she 
first came.

Several Illinois Central officials who saw the 
letter believe it waé written by a telegraph 
operator of the road. Mr. Wilkinson is now 
running the engine on the commissary train 
which carries the meals to the road’s em- 
ployés along the lines.

Indictments Handed Up. 


„These are indictments,’’ he said in a low 
voice. Continuing, in response to an inquiry 
from the court, Mr. Sanborn said the jury had 
finished its labors. Judge Seaman thanked 
the members briefly and they filed out. Judge 
Seaman turned the indictments over to Clerk 
Burnham and his assistant, Mr. Pickard, 
whispered to them a moment, and then quit 
the bench. A dozen spectators made a simul- 
taneous rush at Burnham and Pickard and 
deluged them with questions. They waved 
all inquirers aside. 

Judge Seaman has ordered me to lock 
these indictments up and tell no unauthorized 
1232 their contents, said Pickard, and, 

eaf to cajolery and coaxing, he strode away 
to his room and put the papers in his safe. 
District-Attorney Milchrist walked alongside 
of him and instructed Pickard not to issue 
warrants on any of the indiztments until this 
morning. 
„What are the names of the men indicted?’’ 
Mr. Milchrist was asked. He evaded the 
uestion beyond admitting, when pressed, 
there were several new indictments 
against Debs, Howard, Keliher, and Rogers, 
the chief officers of the Railway Union. 

** Why are not warrants issued at once? 

Because some of the men named are able 
to give ball but if brought in now would 
have to be locked up over night because there 
would be nobody here to approve the bonds.“ 

Aside from bs, Howard, Keliher, and 
Rogers, officers of the American Railway 
Union who have not been so prominently 
before the public are said to be included in 
the new indictment. In its investigation 
Debs and his associates were constant! 
brought before the jury by the evidence. It 
listened to testimony showmg that while 
Debs was promulgating edicts, proclamations, 
and pronunciamentos and peace addresses to 
the public amid the smoke of burning cars, 
he was sending telegrams in all directions 
ordering men out and roads tied up and sug- 
gesting the purchase of a gun. 

The jury classified the indictments accord- 
ing to the roads on which the rioting occurred. 
On each road at least one indictment was 
found inst the worst of the rioters, it is 
said, Debs and the other officers are in- 
cluded with them in a general charge of con- 
spiracy. 

Debs in Nearty All Indictments. 

Debs and the other officers are said to be in 
nearly all the 23 indictments. Whenever the 
grand jury concluded to present a batch of 
rioters who committed specific acte, such as 
derailing of trains, Debs and his companions 
were named with them as conspirators. The 
other men named are strikers, against whom 
are coarged specific acts of interference with 
trains or other property of the companies, 
One of the indictments is based on the riot!

HOLLOWAY COBARGED WITH MURDER. 


Alleged Fontanet Train Wrecker Enters a 
Pilea of Not Gulity. 

Tzrrz Havre, Ind., July 19.—[Special.]— 
Ed Holloway was arraigned before a Justice 
of the Peace today on the charge of the mur- 
der of Engineer Charles Moehrman, who was 
killed in the wreck of he Big Four train at 
Fontanet. Deputy Prosecuting Attorney 
Loveque read the affidavit, and the defendant 
who had grown nervous, was asked to plead 
to the charge of murder, He entered a plea 
of not guilty. When asked if he had an attor- 
ney he replied in the negative, and asked 
to Lows his case continued until he could con- 
sult with his brother. His . was grant- 
ed and Justice Felsenthal continued the case 
until July 30 without bail. As Holloway was 
being led from the court-room his brother 
from Crawfordsville, accompanied by Attor- 
neys 8.

Wasuineton, D. G., July 19.—[ Special.] —

They Declare It as Their Belief That the 
Necessity for Continuing the Regulars 
Here Has Not Been Bemoved—Presi- 
dents of Several Banks Sign the Peti- 
tion=Reasons for the Troops Being 
Withdrawn=Mayor Mopkias Gives Out 
Explanatory Telegrams. 

Leading bankers and merchants 
joined in a telegram to President Cleveland yes- 
terday requesting that the Federal troops be not 
withdrawn from Chicago. Theannouncement 
yesterday morning that all the regulars would 
be moved away at once was not received with 
entire approval. and a petition to the Presi- 
dent was hurriedly circulated by E. C. Waller 
and others.

Circumstances Leading Up to the Order=

than appears on the surface. At first sight 
the withdrawal of the troops simply means 
that the strike is over and that the municipal 
authorities are able to preserve peace and 
order through the militia and police, Now, 
Gen. Miles did not recommend that the troops 
be withdrawn. And Mayor Hopkins says he 
has not requested Gen. Miles to withdraw the 
troops. The orders came directly from Wash- 
ington. While army officers decline to dis- 
cuss the situation, as is natural, it is under- 
stood the order was considerable of a surprise. 

In some quarters it is taken as proof that 
the President has decided to take Gov. Alt- 
geld and Mayor Hopkins at their word and 
put them in control of the peace and quiet of 
the city. At any rate the following sig- 
nificant remark was made yesterday by an 
army officer: ‘“* Well, this relieves the gov- 
ernment of any further liability for damages 
and throws the responsibility upon the State 
and Cook County. 

The circumstances leading up to the order 
of withdrawal are said to be about as follows:

Those men took the 
low tariff Wilson bill as it came from the 
House and so transmogrified it that it bore 
about the same resemblance to the original as 
the mule does to the horse, They turned it 
into a bastard sort of a measure, a mongrel, 
and mangy, with patches of protection and 
bare spaces of free trade. 

In his letter to Chairman Wilson, read in 
the House yesterday, President Cleveland de- 
nounses this abortion bill, and demands that 
the Democrats of the House stand firm and 
the Senate mongrels shall back down.

If they do not surrender then the next step 
of the President will be to appeal to the party 
to cast them out of the party headlong, and 
to denounce them as traitorous Democrats. 
Then there will be a pretty war in the bowels 
of the Democracy. 

From the President's free trade point of 
view he is clearly in the right. Party disci- 
pline must be observed and party principles 
must be lived up to or there is no use for that 


and mangy Senators are trying to force on 
their party is not a Democratic measure. It 
is far from being what the President calls 
“the genuine fruition of Democratic effort, 
* the fulfillment of Democratic pledges, and 
“the redemtion of Democratic pomises tu the 
“ people.” The platform promised free trade 
and the complete slaughtermg of protection. 
It expressed fully the views of Mr. MacVeagh. 
The Wilson bill as it passed the House does 
not come up to the platform standard, but it 
is as near it as most Democrats can be in- 
duced to go at this time. While it is not free 
trade pure and simple it approaches it near 
enough to cause the great panic which has 
lasted a year. Out of the distress caused by 
that panic came McBride's coal-miners’ strike 
and Debs and his boycott and insurrec 
tion against the laws. Mr. MacVeagh de- 
clares that the Wilson bill is only the first 
step to absolute freetrade. Judging from the 
panic it caused, followed by depression, in- 
surrection, and throttling of inter- State com- 
merce, it is a pretty long step, 

The Senate bill is an open disavowal of the 
leading principle of the Democratic party. 
As Mr. Cleveland says in his letter, We have 
in our platforms and in every way possible de- 
elared in favor of the free importations of 
raw materials. We have again and again 
promiséd that this should be accorded to our 
people and our manufacturers. And now 
certain Senate Democrats have taken coal 
and iron ore off the free list, where the Wilson 
House bill puts them. Over this Mr. Cleve- 
land waxes indignant. He says that the 
rank and file of the Democracy ere downcast 
under the assertion that their party fails in 
ubility to manage the government, and they 
are much more downcast and apprehensive in 
their fear that Democratic principles may be 
surrendered.” 

Since the President believes that to be the 
case, of course itis his duty to stand by the 
Wilson bill. and against the Gorman-Brice- 
Caftery-White-McPherson mule bill, and to 
fight and crush out those Senators calling 
themselves Democrats who have been emas- 
culating the free trace Wilson bill. It is his 
duty to hurl them out of the party as far as 
itis in his power to fling them-—including 
Cuffs and Collars Murphy of New York—even 
if it does play havoc with party prospects in 
some of tne States this fall. The Republicans 
at least can stand that without flinching. 


PLEASE SETTLE THE TARIFF. 

The following appeal, signed by a hundred 
leading bankers, merchants, and manufact- 
urers of this city, irrespective of party lines, 
has been sent to the Senate and House of 
Representatives at the Nationa! Capital : 

The whole country demands that Congress 
terminate the pending tariff legislation immedi- 
ately. Failure to dispose of the question quick- 
ly will work incalculable loss and irreparabie in- 
jury to financial and industrial interests. 

The statement of the case is short and to 
the point. It indisputably is true and is so 
regarded by every one of the gentlemen who 
were asked to sign it. Both Republicans and 
Democrats feel that the business interests of 
the country are in grave jeopardy so long as 
the tariff question is unsettled; that either to 
pass the bill or table it would be infinitely 
better than to keep the business public hang- 
ing on the tenter hooks of expectation, wait- 
ing to find out how much duties will have to 
be paid on imported goods under the new 
schedule, if there is to be one. The uncer- 
tainty affects domestic manufacturers and 
merchants who deal in home-made goods fuily 
as much as the importer. Merchants in this 
eity and elsewhere have held aloof from 
buying their usual stocks of fall and win- 
ter goods and manufacturers have been 
afraid to produce any more than sufficjent to 
meet a hand-to-mouth demand, lest they 
should have to sell at prices would not 
pay the cost of production. In consequence 
of this the demand for workers and for raw 
material is kept down to the minimum, as it 
has been for several months past, and the 
shelves of merchants are bare of goods to 
extent scarcely paralleled in the history of 
trade in the United States, And there is 
little hope of change from this unpleasant 
condition till business-men know what they 
have to count on in offering goods to custom- 
ers in city and country. 

It is the uncertainty that hurts worst—xkills, 
in fact—and the gentlemen whosigned the ap- 
peal to Congress irrespective of party feel 
this. If the tariff bill were shelved, leaving 
import duties as they were fixed for a time by 
the present law, merchants would give orders 
for goods on the old basis, because they then 
could say to customers the goods cannot be 


sold for less than we ask,” and they could count 


confidently on a fair amount of patronage. 
On the other hand, if they knew that tariff 
rates were eatablished under a new schedule 
they would buy and give orders at prices de- 
termined by the altered conditions, The wise 
merchant would just ag willingly pay $100 
as $80 for a named quantity of goods if he 
knew that he could sell at a profit of 
5 per cent in either case. But he is not 
willing to pay the $80 if left in doubt that he 
may have to sell the goods at $75 in competi- 
tion with other goods produced more cheaply 
here or in some other land. The average 
merchant is in that kind of a quandary today, 
has been so for months, and sees no hope of 
getting out of it till the tariff bill is passed 
into a lav or thrown under the table. Congress

Charles Dold of the Cigarmakers’ Union 
found nothing but fault, and perhaps natural- 
ly enough, as cigarmaking has little relevancy 
to inter-State commerce. He said: “I do 
not think it practicable, and I do not think it 
a good principle.” Why not? It is both 
practicable and found to work well with the 
Chicago firemen and policemen, and in all 
the soldiers’ homes of the United States. It 
has been tried in a small way on the Balti- 
more and Ohio and the Pennsylvania Central 
railroads, and has proved to be highly bene- 
ficial so far as carried out. So it has been 
tried and approved on the British railways. 
So Mr. Dold is not talking on the subject ac- 
cording to knowledge. He says: One per cent 
on the gross earnings of a railroad is much 
less, relatively, than 2 per cent on a work- 
man’s wages.” Heis wrong there, too, It 
would amount to more than 3 per cent on the 
net earnings of the lines and would yield as 
much as the total contributions from the 
workers who are to receive all the money 
benefit of the fund. It takes a twisted imag- 
ination, a mental strabismus, to find fault 
with an arrangement under which the em- 
ployers would contribute a larger percentage 
than do the employés, and all for 
the benefit of the latter. Then Mr. 
Dold says “the principle of a pension 
fund is radically wrong, and every man 
should be able tomake independent provision 
for his old age. But suppose that either 
through improvidence or accident he does not 
or cannot make such provision. Very many 
men who earn big wages are wasteful of their 
money. The proposed insurance would guard 
them and their families against the results of 
such improvidence, and on the average bene- 
fit them twice as much as was contributed 
from the wages account, Dold talks through 
his hat in denouncing the proposition to take 
from a man’s shoulders the responsibility that 
properly belongs there. Experience is against 
him. If all men were healthy, faithful, pru- 
dent, and syatematic in taking care of their 
money such a fund would be less valuabie 
than under existing conditions. But not the 
least of the advantages to be derived from it 
is that it would tend to make the worker more 
faithful, steady, contented, and prudent, as 
the two cents out of every dollar would be 
laid away for his benefit and not forfeitabie 
except by his own gross misconduct. With at 
least an equal sum from the revenues of the 
road it would be invested at bigger interest

Commissioner Carroll D. Wright of the 
Labor Bureau at Washington, in his discus- 
sion of Tus Tribune's plan, throws out some 
useful information for those who wish to study 
the problem, not only as concerns the inter. 
State railroads but all fields of wage labor. 
He says it is easy to show that workingmen’s 
insurance has gained rapidly in every leading 
commercial country. He suggests one pos- 
sible obstacle to carrying out in detail the 
plan of Tun Txaisunze—namely: the migra- 
tory tendencies of the workingmen in the 
United States. 

It is sufficient, answer to this to say that the 
adoption of the plan would go far towards re- 
ducing the migratory tendency to a minimum 
in every department in which it was made a 
feature. An interest in a provident fund, to 
be forfeited by wandermg about from road 
to road, would be a powerful induce. 
ment not to be itineratmg around but 
sticking to his job, Migtation mostly 
would be limited to the restless. un- 
married men, who had paid little to the fund 
and might be described as tramping jours. 
For all the rest a certainty of steady employ- 
ment at fair wages and final hali-pay pension 
for old age, with insurance against poverty as 
a result of accidents or disease, would make 
the railroad business one of the most at- 
tractive to labor in the country, 

Young married men would be anxious to 
get and retain d position on the railroad and 
the unmarried man having one would be en- 
couraged to take a partner for lite. Then he 
would want to get a cottage by the side of the 
line, where he could see his family frequently 
and enjoy the delight of home as often as 
possible, and this again would conduce to 
permanence of location and stendiness of 
character.

Another thing Mr. MeMurdy complains of is 
the fact that owing to the possession and con- 
stant use of railroad passes by members there 
are only about two working days in the week. 
He would like to have a law enacted to pro- 
hibit the use of passes by legislators. The 
General Assembly has 
power to pass such a law, but it has not the 
necessary amount of self-denial. When the 
Legislature meets next January all but three 
of the 153 House members and one of the 
51 Senators will have passes in their pockets 
on which they rode to Springfield. The one 
Senator and tlie three Representatives will 
not have influence enough with the others to 
induce them to pass a law making those 
passes valueless and depriving them of getting 
home and back as deadheads any week of 
the session, 

The best way to deal with absenteeism is to 
make a law that each member shall forfeit 
his pay for each day of absence or shall be 
fined a certain amount when absent without 
cause, and then see that the law is enforced. 
Were this done—and it is in the power of the 
General Assembly to do it—there would be 
much less absenteeism than now and the ses- 
sions would be much shorter. The great dif- 
ficulty is, however, to get a General Assem- 
bly, composed of men most of whom expect 
to go back to Springfield, to pass any law 
which may hit at their own pockets, 


THE SWEET SIMPLICITY OF GAS ALDER- 
MEN. 

Some of the Aldermen who voted last Mon- 
day for the Universal gas ordinance and who 
voted down with a whoop and a hurrah all the 
amendments offered to it are beginning now 
to pose as artless, trusting creatures, whuse 
implicit faith in the statements of some of 
their trusted colleagues led them to vote for a 
measure which has boodle written all 
over it. 

One Alderman says: ‘I did not know any- 
thing about the Universal ordinance until 
Powers and Rohde talked to me about it 
Monday night. They said it promised cheap- 
er gas. They said good, solid people were be- 
hind it.” And thereupon, without examining 
the ordinance, without verifymg any of the 
statements made to him, without asking for 
time for consideration or allowmg other Al- 
dermen to have the time they asked for, he 
voted for the ordinance. This Alderman— 
Kleinecke—has been in the Council for nearly 
a year and a half, and yet he is willing to vote 
away valuable franchises on the say-so of 
Powers and Rohde. Such simplicity is re- 
freshing and rare. 

Other Aldermen voted for the measure be- 
cause the little Santam, Mike Ryan, told 
them it was “all right,” and because they 
were shown in the “ strictest confidence a 
list of the names of good men who were 
behind the scheme, Others say they are for 
anything tHat will give cheaper gas, and were 
told that this ordinance would give it, and 
that consequently on the spur of the moment, 
without stopping to inquire whether any of 
the good men whose names were confi- 
dentially mentioned to them were interested, 
they voted for the ordinance. 

Still other Aldermen say that they voted for 


| the measure with the expectation that the 


Mayor would veto it and that then all the 
facts would be brought out, and they could 
decide whether they would stand by him or 
by Powers, Rohde, and Ryan, who seem to be 
the active men wha pull the wires and make 
the Aldermanic puppets jump.

ONE SOLUTION OF THE ‘ALIEN QUESTION, 

The steerage rate of passage from New 
York to Europe is now down to $10, Only 
once before has it been as low, and it may go 
lower still, as there is a rate-cutting war 
among competing lines. In the public inter- 
ests and for the peace and welfare of the 
country at large it would not be a calamity if 
the rate should go down to $1 or the com- 
panies should take over aliens of the offensive 
class for nothing. At present, though the 
steamers are taking an average of 600 each, 
they are unable to accommodate the crowd 
which desires to avail itself of the low rates 
to return to their own countries. If the num- 
ber of steamers could be increased it would 
be still better, for while there are many inof.- 
fensive and well disposed passengers return- 
ing home via the steerage there are more who 
are undesirable in this country as they are not 
the making of good citizens and never will be. 

Cheap steerage rates may, however, help to 
solve the alien problem. It goes without say- 
img that not all aliens are unweleome, Those 
who come here to work and improve their cir. 
cumstances, to obey the law of the land and 
to settle down and become good citizens, are 
and always will be welcome, But there ig a 
large class which has no such purposes in 
view, They are alien in thought, mind, pur- 
pose, view. They are turbulent, un-Ameri- 
can in feeling, and anarchistic in sentiment. 
Thousands of them have been run through 
the Tammany naturalization mill in New 
York and Democratic mills in other large 
cities and made into voters illegally and be- 
fore they can read, write, or speak a word of 
the American language. But whether voters 
or non-voters their ideas | are thesame, They 
are throttlers of the law, mobocrats, and 
incendiaries.

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THE MAYOR’S PARTISAN POLICE DE- 
* 


MAND. 

The little Tammany political organizer who 
occupies by the grace of Judge Scales the 
Mayor’s chair in this city to which George 
Swift was elected has demanded from the Com- 
mon Council 500 more policemen added to 
the present force of 8,000 men, and is mani- 
festing his displeasure because instead of im- 
mediately obeying his partisan demand the 
Council referred it to the Finance committee 
for consideration and to see where the money 
was to come from, as was proper. 

The demand of Mayor Hopkins is partisan 
political. It has no other motive or object at 
bottom. It has no relation to the strike, 
for the strike is broken down and played out. 
There may be some remaants of it left in the 
Stock-Yards, but that is not so serious the 
police cannot club it out speedily if they are 
so disposed. Mayor Hopkins has claimed 
from the very beginning of this outbreak that 
it was not necessary to call out the regulars. 
He and his friend Altgeld could handle and 
crush it. It is not clear that Mayor Hopkins 
ever believed it necessary for Altgeld to send 
the State troops. At all events he was of 
opinion that with his 3,000 police, tempora- 
rily increased to 8,500, he could have sup- 
pressed any violence and scattered all mobs 
and riots. Of course this was mere pretext 
and encouragement of Debsism, growing out 
of his personal hatred of Pullman, But if he 
claims that he had police enough to squelch 
Debs’ “ peaceful strike when it was at its 
height what does he want of 500 more police- 
men now when the strike is “ busted” and 
Debs in jail? In any event, so long as police. 
men are not efficiently used to stop, violence, 
are not instructed to use their clubs on riot- 
ers, so long as tney are more apt to club the 
victims of the rioters and let the latter go, 
what is the use of sending 500 more of these 
moral agents into the Stock-Yards district to 
beg Of these rioters not to be violent? Are 
not 3,000 policemen enough for that pur- 
pose? 

The Mayor’s object is partisan. It has no 
relation to the strike or to mob violence or to 
the preservation of the peace or to the en- 
furcement of law or to future necessities. 
He wants these 500 new men as so many 
more election agents. He wants his hench- 
men to go into the wards and pick out 500 
men with pulls on voters and saloons to be 
added to the force and to be paid for at tho 
rate of $1,500 a day by the taxpayers. It 
will not be necessary to depend so much on’ 
assessments of saloons, gambling houses, or 
houses of ill-fame to run his campaign. The 
taxpayers will have to bear the burden, ad 
for what? To carry through the Mayor’s 
county, legislative, and Congressional tickets, 
including the radical free trade United States 
Senator who has not opened his mouth wide 
enough to peep since the great labor trouble 
began. He wants the 500 men for political 
work this summer and next fall, and then he 
wants them to help keep himself in the 
Mayor’s chair two years longer, all at the ex- 
pense of the taxpayers, and help perfect his 
Tammany organization in Chicago, which, 
like that of New York, will have a police basis, 
with this difference, however,that the New York 
Tammany Democratic majority is so strong 
that its police do not hesitate to club rioters 
through fear of losing votes. Under these 
circumstances there is no good reason why the 
Republicans of the Council should grant his 
partisan demand, especially as there is no 
money to spare in the treasury. 
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POLITICAL ECONOMY AND THE PRESS.

ish Economic Association Mr. A. J. Balfour 
spoke at length upon a paper read by Prof. 
J. S. Nicholson entitled Political Economy 
and Journalism.“ The author, in the course 
of his remarks, made an appeal to journalists 
to make a serious study of political economy, 
not merely because it would improve their 
professional capacity but on the higher 
ground of public duty. In discussing the 
subject Mr. Balfour was somewhat inclined 
to take a facetious view of it, The professor, 
he thought, had undertaken an audacious 
task in trying to proselyte the newspaper 
press, which, Mr. Balfour declared, was one 
of the institutions under which we lived, 
which we submitted to, which we profited by, 
which we suffered from, but which we did not 
criticise.”” From his point of view the writers 
in newspapers and newspapers themselves 
fulfilled in modern society a function analo- 
gous to that of the church in earlier ages and 
of missionaries of the present fime in less 
civilized communities. 

Mr. ‘Balfour maintained, however, that 
there was another view of the newspaper 
press which, he thought, also had its element 
of truth in it.

LEGA GETS TWENTY YEARS. 


The Anarchist Who Tried to Kill Orispi 
Not Sorry for His Crime, 

Rome, July 19.—Paolo Lega, the Anarchist 
who, June 16, attempted to take the life of 
Premier Crispi by shooting at him with a re- 
volver, was sentenced today to twenty yeare’ 
solitary confinement. He called fur cheers 
for anarchy. He said he acted as a 
protest against the system of govern- 
ment. The working people would not be free 
until a labor federation was secured, frontiers 
were abolished, and wars were prevented. He 
aimed at Crispi, who represented the state, 
and was not sorry for what he had done. 

Nicg, July 19.—In the Assize Court today 
an Italian workman was sentenced to six 
months’ imprisonment for remarking upon 
learning of the death of President Carnot: 
It served him right. They should kill them 
all; Crispi too.“ 

Paris, July 19.—The debate on the Gov- 
ernment’s anti-Anarchist bill was continued 
today by the Deputies. Premier Dupuy urged 
that incitements to anarchy were offenses 
which it was the rightful province of police 
courts to try. The bill dealt with writers who 
incited to commit murder or to pillage, with 
which no party wasidentified. The motion of 
Dumas was rejected by a vote of 298 to 238. 


ABDUL AZIZ ENTERS FEZ IN TRIUMPG. 


Plet of Muley Omar to Become Sultan Re- 
sults in Failure.

Tanoizr, Morocco, July 19.—[Copyright, 
1894. by the Press Publishing Company, New 
York World.] —Sultan Abdul Aziz is reported 
to be now entering Fez, one of the capitals of 
the Empire of Morocco, in triumph. The 
recent Grand Vizier,or Prime Minister, is dead. 
Rumors say he was poisoned. The Minis- 
ter of War, a brother of the Grand Vizier, and 
the Minister of Finance have been deposed 
and their property has been confiscated, be- 
cause they had been intriguing against the 
Sultan. Muley Omar, a brother of the Sul- 
tan, 22 years old, tried to have himself pro- 
claimed Emporor (or Sultan) at Fez, but 
failed. He endeavored to bribe officers to 
counterfeit the imperial seal, but they were 
not to be tempted. Quiet prevails through- 
out the Empire. There is no foreign man-of- 
war here. 

Mohammed Zibdi, Minister of Finance, has 
been thrown into prison. Hajamnati, the 
former Grand Vizier, and two other ex-court 
officials have been found guilty of high trea- 
son. Sid Mohammed Ehger has been sent to 
Mogador in chains. 


CHAMBERLAIN BLAMES GOVERNMENT 


He Attacks It for Piling Up Bills to Divert 
Decisive Public Opinion. 

Loxpor, July 19.—Joseph Chamberlain to- 
day in the Commons severely attacked the 
government for piling up bills to divert de- 
cisive public opinion. The evicted tenants 
bill was a new land act which destroyed the 
existing system, he said, hence time was de- 
manded for its consideration. The motion 
was rejected by 256 to 205. John Morley 
moved the second reading of the evicted 
tenants bill, and announced that he had 
made the discovery that the Irish Church fund 
available for the purposes of the bill now 
amounted to £250,000.

TO BREAK A RICH MAN’S WILL. 
Effort Will Be Made to Vitiate the Be- 
quest of Robert L. Darrach. 


New Yor, July 19.—[Special.}]—Another 
step will be taken tomorrow to break the will 
of the late Robert L. Darragh, when before 
Surrogate Fitzgeraid a motion will be made 
to appoint a temporary administrator of his 
estate. The testator bequeathed the bulk of 
his property to his widow, cutting off his 
seven children with $500 each.

In this city he put up the Standard 
Oil building, the Borcel Building, the Vander- 
bilt mansion, the Hotel Waldorf, and the 
Pulitzer building. He was one of the first 
New York builders to adopt the steel skeleton 
plan of building now followed in the erection 
of all large structures. 

His second wife, who survives him, was a

MixxNaTOLAs, Minn., July 19.~—Thé most | - 
serious fire of the year in Minneapolis und 


the largest in the history of the city broke 
out about 9 o’clock tonight and before it was 
extinguished had destroyed property to the 
value of over $500,000, leaving in 
ruins one of the finest market buildings 
in the country. The origin has not 
been learned, but the fire broke out In the 
commission house of Dodsworth & Drew, 
located in the center of the New Centrai Mar- 
ket Building, which was bounded by and 
Third avenues North and Sixth and Séventh 
streets, covering an entire block. The build- 
ing was owned by the New. Market coujpany, 
and was erected at a cost of 6250, 000 and 
opened about the time of the Republican Na- 
tional convention in 92. It hada frontage and 
depth on one side of 320 feet and on the rear 
and opposite side was 100 feat wide? being 
four and five stories high and built of Pressed 
brick. In addition to its purposes as & mar- 
ket it was used by fifty commission mer- 
chants, 188 stands, market 
The structure was entirely destroyed, thvolv- 
ing a loss, including the original cost and the 
value of the stocks contained therein, of 
$475,000, Thirty horses and thousands of 
fowls were burned. The fire spread to the liv- 
ery stable, store, and residence of S. B. Matson 
and the residences of Dell Matson and G. B. 
Howard, which were destroyed, and a number 
of other business and private dwellings were 
damaged. A gas retort stood in the center of 
the threatened district containing 100,000 feet 
of gas and for nearly two hours an explo- 
sion which would possibly have wrecked the 
business center of the city, was feared. 
Fortunately this catastrophe was averted. 
Several firemen and horses of the Fire. De- 
rtment were prostrated by shocks from 
alling electric wires, 

The only fatality resulfing from the fire 
was the death of Myron Finley, a lineman 
for the General Electric company. © was

SAYS MEN ARE OPPOSED TO PENSIONS 


Grand Master Sargent of the Firemen Dis- 
cusses the Plau of Mr. Medill, 

Tange Havre, Ind., July 19.~—[Special.]— 
Grand Master Sargent of the Brotherhood of 
Locomotive Firemen said he believed the 
railway employés are decidedly opposed to 
any scheme which would make it compulsory 
for them to pay assessments into a relief, 
pension, or insurance fund. The question 
has been up for discussion before meetings 
and conventions of railroad mea and in their 
special periodicals, and always was opposed 
by a great majority. At the general confer- 
ence of representatives of the train service 
heid in New York in May the matter was dis. 
cussed, and all the expressions of opinions 
were ad verse to any scheme by which the rail- 
road companies collected money from their 
men. Mr. Sargent said it would be found the 
men looked with suspicion on all propositiops 
of this character, believing the corporations 
did not bring them forward without an ul. 
terior purpose of gaining something for 
themselves and it was not disinterested inter- 
est in the welfare of the men. 0 

Railroad employés are a self-reliant and la- 
dependent class of men, all they want 
from the r. is good wages and good 
treatment. They resent the idea of being un- 
der obligetion to the companies to do any- 
thing beyond rendering g service in their 
respective occupations. The men believe, 
whether justly or not, said Mr. Sargent, that 
the stockholdets never stand to loge a cent by 
any concessions they make, and if they con- 
tributed 1 per cent of the earnings they would 
get the 1 per cent back fiom the men in one 
way oranother. Itis this sentiment which 
causes the men to look with. disfavor on Sen- 
ator Sherman's proposition to reduce the 
Pullman car fare by law, because they 
believe Pullman would recoup his loss 
out of the wages of his workmen. 
Some years ago, when the Pennsylvania 
company introduced its relief scheme, Mr. 
Sargent and Cnief Arthur met with other 
representatives of the employés and called on 
the officials of the road to protest against 
compulsory assessments. The management 
agreed not to make them compulsory, but the 
understanding amo the men is unless they 
belong to the relief or pension association 
they will fare badly in their employment. 
Mr. Sargent has frequently received inquiries 
from Baitimore and Ohio brotherhood men if 
they cannot resist the payment of these as- 
sessments. 

In several States, New Jersey being one of 
them, there are laws against such schemes. 
On some systems there are company hospitals 
supported from a fund raised by assessments 
on the employés, but asa rule the men are 
op to it. In some ces the hospital 
service is desirable, as, for instance, in the 
far West, where medical aid is not accessible, 
as in the more thickly populated country. 
A good deal of adverse comment has been 
made on the compulsory insurance feature of 
the brotherhood membership, said Mr. Sar- 

ent, but the men themselves don’t object to 
ft. Between August, 1892, and May, 1894— 
twenty-one months—the brotherhood has paid 
$826,250 insurance money. When the men 
see the good that is done by their membership 
in the brotherhood in providing for the fami- 
lies of dead firemen, or in caring for the to- 
tally disabled brotherhood men, they are glad 
there is a mutual insurance feature of their 
organization. The cost of the fixed policy of 
$1,500 has never exceeded $18 a year and is 
now $16. Claims ure paid within thirty days 

after being filed, and im many cases sooner, 
as there is alwaysa fund on hand, because 
assessments are made in advance. In tweive 
years 493 total disability claims, each of 
$1,500, have been paid. 


CARMODY APPROVES THE PLAN, 


He Thinks the Pension Idea Is Good and 
the Bill Should Be Passed. 


Legislation toward the passage of a pension 
law for railway employés finds favor among 
many men who have studied the question. 
Walter Carmody, President of the Bridge and 
Structural Iron Workers, said: 

“Yes, I think the plan a good one, It 
would certainly be of advantage to the rail- 
road men. In fact there are many unions 
now which provide for their members in a 
similar way. Our members are pensioned on 
halt salary when they have been twenty years 
in the union, Incase of death we take care 
of their children and if they are young they 
are given an education and provided for until 
they become of age. It would perhaps be 
better to have ali classes of labor included in 
such a bill, as other employés, in my opin- 
ion, would be anxious to receive similar 
benefits.’ 

Vincent D. Carroll, Secretary of the Build- 
ing Trades Council, said he did not think it 
was a good plan. He saw in it only a scheme 
of railroad corporations to keep laboring men 
in their employ at low wages and cut them at 
their pleasure, usea strike would mean 
the forfeiture of the pension.
